In the instant case the different 
mventions are unrelated because group I requires only coating and fusion whereas group II 
requires an integral molding step not required by group I. The two processes have entirely 
different modes of operation and would have produced different effects in the final products. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restrict™ for examination 

purposes as indicated is proper.
